SECOND SESSION. 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 3.—SENATE.—- 
Promptly at 12 o'clock Vice-President 
Stevenson called the Senate to order and 
Chaplain Milburn offered the opening 
prayer.. He referred feelingly to the 
critical illmess through which the daugh- 
ter of the Vice-President has 


cusfomary resolution, asking that a com- 
mittee be named to notify the President 
that the Senate was in session. The pre- 
siding officer named Senators Harris of 
Tennessee and Mandersen of Nebraska as 
a committee. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri, chairman 
of the Comtnittee on Appropriations, of- 
fered @ resolution, which was adopted, 
— — that daily sessions of the Sen- 


ate begin at 12 o'clock noon. The roll- 


call developed the presence of sixty-six 
Senators, considerably more than a 
quorum. A recess was then taken until 
12:80 o'clock p.m. 


Many Senators 3 floral trib- 


utes. On the desk of Senator White of 
California was a tall cluster of red roses. 
At 12:30 o’clock the Senate took a fur- 
ther recess until 1:30. 

On the reassembling of the Senate at 
1:30 o’clock, Executive Clerk Pruden ap- 
peared at the main, door and white-haired 
Isaac Bassett announced: “A message 
from the President.“ On its receipt, Sec- 
retary Cox began to read the document. 
Special attention was given to the refer- 
ente to the China-Japan war. It was the 
first official information known even to 
the members of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. It was much more brief, however, 
than ‘had been expected, and left still 
open the actual details of the negotia- 
tions. 

The reading of the message closed at 
3:40 p.m., having taken two hours and ten 
minutes. The Vice-President announced 
that in accordance with the usual custom, 
the President’s message would lay on the 
table and be printed. Mr. Georg®@ of Mis- 
sissippi presented a resolution directing the 
Committee on Rules to report a compre- 
hensive revision of the rules with a view 
to expediting business and compelling a 
vote. Referred to the Committee on 
Rules. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire of- 
fered a resolution, which was adopted, fix- 
ing December 20 as a day for the recéption 
of the statues of Daniel Webster and Gen. 
John Stark, which are to be placed in 
Statuary Hall. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts offered 
a resolution, which was adopted, request- 
ing the President for information not in- 
compatible wißh the public. service, con- 
cerning the recent massacres of Armenians 
in Turkey, and as to what protest, memo- 
rials, etc., had been ane by Ameri- 
can citizens. 

Senator Turpie of Indiana offered a reso- 
lution reciting that the time had come for 
the election’ of United States Senators by

the United States. At the request of 
Senator Gorman the resolution went over 
under the rules until tomorrow. 

Senator Blanchard of Louisiana presented 


a resolution, protesting against the recent 


Turkish atrocities. against Armenians, 
directing that the remonstrance. of 


Senator Dolph of Oregon presented a me- 
morial from the commercial organizations 
of Portland, Or., favoring the Nicaragua 
Canal. Mr. Dolph briefly urged the im- 
portance of the pending measures for 
prosecuting the canal. 

Senator Peffer of Kansas offered two res- 
olutions. The first directs the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate to investigate 
the circumstances and legal authority un- 
der which the Secretary of the Treasury 


made the last two issues of bonds. The 


second resolution calls on the President 
for information concerning the circum- 
stances and necessity for sending United 
States troops to Chicago during the pen- 
dency of the Pullman strike. Both reso- 
lutions went. over under the rules. 

Senator Callof Florida offered a resolu- 
tion for the appointment ofa special com- 
mittee to inquire to what extent the Louis- 
jana, er Honduras, lottemy was operated 
in Florida,. whether either of them had 
sought to control State or national elec- 
tions; whether ‘money had not been ex- 
pended by them in securing the election 
of members of Congress, and whether 
they did not own or subsidize the news- 
papers in Florida. The resolution went 
over. 

The annual report of the government 
directors of the Union Pacific Railroad 
was received from the Secretary of the 
Interior. The Secretary of the Navy 
submitted a reply to the Senate resolu- 
tion, calling for the relative standing of 
American citizens and aliens in the United 
States navy. The annual reports of the 
various departments and bureaus were re- 
ceived, and then, on motion of Mr. Gor- 
man, the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The House was called to order 
promptly at noon. Many members’ desks 
were strewn with flowers, as one wit said: 
„Flowers for the living and flowers for 
the dead,. The desk of ex-Speaker Reed 
bore an immaense floral ship of state sent 
by a Protectionist.“ On the desk of Rep- 
resentative Linton of Michigan was a large 
floral schoolhouse, the compliments of an

When 
Mr. Reed entered, a ringing cheer from his 
party associates greeted him. A moment 
later Representative Wilson of West Vir- 
ginia entered and was | enthusiastically 
greeted by his associates. As the hands of 
the clock pointed to 12 Speaker Crisp en- 
tered and ascended the rostrum amid ap- 
plause. With several hard bangs of the 
gavel the Speaker restored order, and the 
second session of the Fifty-third Congress 
began. Rev. Bagby, chaplain of the House, 
invoked the divine blessing and then the 
roll was called. 

Representative Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucky, with snow-white hair and beard, 
entered and walked quietly to his seat. 
A page carrying a large armful of Marechal 
Niel roses followed and placed them on his 
desk. Roses, chrysanthemums, orchids and 
other flowers were carried in profusion to 
other members until the hall looked like a 
bower 

The roll-ceall developed the presence of | 
216 members, forty-seven more than a 
quorum.

At 12:30 o'clock the House took 
a recess until 1 p.m. to await the Presi- 
dent’s mesage. At 1:35 p.m, Mr. Pruden, 
the President's executive clerk, appeared

Chairman McCreary Expects Little 
Important Work. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative 
McCreary, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, says he does not 
expect many matters of importance before 
the committee during the present session. 
He has not given the Nicaragua Canal any 
special attention. He thinks that were 
the government to expend or guarantee

SENATOR COKE NOT A CANDIDATE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Senator Coke 
of Texas expressed the opinion today tbat 
ex-Senator Chilton will be elected to suc- 
ceed him, as enough members of the Leg- 
islature are already pledged. Senator Coke 
is positively not a candidate again. 

THE INCOME TAX LAW. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative 
McMillin of Tennessee, prime mover of 
the income tax law, says that there is no 
danger that it will be repealed, but there 
will be no appropriation for it this year. 
Chairman Sayers of the House Committee 
on appropriations ys that the income 
tax will be provid for in the Urgency 
Deficiency bill. 

GOV. M’KINLEY ON PROTECTION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3. —.When Gov. 
MeKinley was asked yesterday what course 
he would suggest that Republicans pur- 
sue during the remainder of the term of 
Congress, he replied: 

It would be decidedly unbecoming in 
me, being no longer a member of Con- 
gress, to advise the Republicans what to 
do at the coming session. From what I 
can gather, however, from the talks of our 
friends,

THE BRAZILIAN WAR. 

The termination of the civil war in 
Brazil has been followed by the general 
prevalence of peace and order. It appear“ 
ing at an early stage of the insurrection 
that its course would call for unusual 
watchfulness on the part of this govern- 
ment, our naval force in the harbor of Rio 
de Janeiro was strengthened. This pre- 
caution, I am satisfied, tended to restrict 
the issue to a simple test of strength be- 
tween the Brazilian government and in- 
surgents and avert complications which, 
at times, seemed imminent. Our firm 
attitude of neutrality was maintained to the 
end, the insurgents received the encour- 
agement of eventual asylum from our 
commanders, and such opposition as they 
encountered was for the protection of our 
commerce and was clearly justified by pub- 
lic law. 

A serious tension of relations having 
arisen at the close of the war between 
Brazil and Portugal, by reason of the 
escape of the insurgent Admiral de Gama 
and his followers, the friendly offices of 
our representatives to those countries were 
exerted for the protection of the subjects 
of either within the territory of the other. 
THE COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH 

BRAZIL. 

Although the government of Brazil was 
duly notified that the commercial arrange- 
ment existing between the United States 
and that country based on the third sec- 
tion of the tariff act of 1890 was abrogated 
on August 28, 1894, by the taking effect 
of the tariff law in force, that government 
subsequently notified us of its intention to 
terminate such arrangements on the first 
day of January, 1885 in the exercise of the 
right reserved in the agreement between 
the two countries. I invite attention to 
the correspondence between the Secretary 
of State and the Brazilian Minister on this 
subject. 

CHILEAN CLAIMS. 

The commission organized under the con- 
vention which we had entered into with 
Chile for the settlement of the outstanding 
claim of each government against each 
other, adjourned at the end of the period 
stipulated for its continuance, leaving un- 
determined a number of American cases, 
which had been duly presented. These 
claims are not barred, and negotiations are 
in progress for their submission to a tri- 
bunal 

AFFAIRS WITH CHINA. 

On the 17th of March last the 
new treaty with China in further 
regulation of immigration was signed 
ac Washington, and on August 13 it 
received the sanction of the Senate. 
Ratification on the part of China and for- 
mal exchange are awaited to give effect to 
this mutually beneficial. convention. 

A gratifying recognition of the uniferm 
impartiality of this country toward all for- 
eign States was manifested by the coinci- 
dent request of the Chinese and Japanese 
governments that the agents of the United 
States should, within proper limits, afford 
protéction to the subjects of the other 
during the suspension of diplomatic rela- 
tions due to a state of war. This delicate 
office was acceptea and a misapprehension 
which gave rise to the belief that in at- 
fording this kindly unofficial protection our 
agents would exercise the same authority 
which the withdrawn agents of the bellig- 
erents had exercised was promptly cor- 
rected: 

Although the war between China and 
Japan endangers no policy of the United 
States, it deserves our gravest considera- 
tion bx reason of its disturbance of our 
growing commercial interests of the two 
countries, and the increased dangers which 
may result to our citizens domiciled or 8 
journing in the interior of China. Acting 
under a stipulation in our treaty with 
Korea (the first concluded with @ western

The proposed court might be given au- 
thority to certify questions of law in mat- 
ters of special importante to the Supreme 
Court of the United States or the Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia for 
decision. The creation of such a tribunal 
would expedite the disposal of cases, and 
insure decisions of a more satisfactory 
c r. The registers and receivers 
who originally hear and decide these dis- 
putes should be invested with authority 
to compel witnesses to attend and testify 
before them. 

CHEYENNES AND ARAPAHOES. 

Though the condition of the Indians 
shows a steady and healthy progress, their 
situation is not satisfactory at all points. 
Some of them to whom allotments of land 
have been made are found to be unable or 
disinclined to follow agricultural pursuits 
or to otherwise beneficially manage their 
Jand. This is especially true of the Chey- 
ennes and Arapahoes, who, as it appears 
by report of their agent, have in many in- 
stances never been located upon their al- 
lotments, and in some cases do not even 
know where their allotments are. Their 
condition has deteriorated. They are not 
self-supporting, and they live in camps 
and spend their time in idleness. 0 

I have always belieyed that allotments 
of reservation lands 
eralty should be made sparingly, or at 
least slowly and with the utmost caution. 
In these days when white agriculturists 
and stockraisers of experience and intelli- 
gence find their lot a hard one, we ought 
mot to expect Indians not thus far-advanced 
jn civilization and habits cf industry to 
support themselves on the small tracts of 
land usually alloted to them. If the self- 
supporting scheme by allotment fails, the 
wretched pauperism of the allotees is a 
result worse than their original condition 
of regulated dependence. It is evident that 
the evil consequences of ill-advised allot- 
ment are intensified in cases where te 
false step cannot be retracted on account 
of the purchases by the government of 
reservations and lands remaining after al- 
lotments are made and the disposition of 
such remaining lands to settlers or pur- 
chasers from the government. 

I am convinced that the proper solu- 
tion of the Indian problem and the suc- 
cess of every step taken in that direction 
depends to a very large extent upon the 
intelligence and honesty of reservation 
agents and the interest which they have 
in their work. An agent fitted for his 
place can do much toward preparing the 
Indians under his charge for citizenship 
and allotment of their lands and his ad- 


vice as to any matter concerning their 


welfare will not mislead. An unfit agent 
will make no effort to advance the Indians 
on his reservation toward civilization or 
preparation for allotment of lands in sev- 
eralty and his opinion as to their condi- 
tion in this and other regards is heedless 
and valueless. 

The indications are that the detail of 
army officers as Indian agents will result 
in improved management on the reserva- 
tions. Whenever allotments are made 
and any Indian has previously settled 
upon a lot and cultivated it or shown a 
disposition to improve it in any way, such 
lot should be certainly allotted to him 
and this should be made plainly obliga- 
tory of the statute. 

In the light of experience, and consid- 
ering the uncertainty of the entire In- 
dian situation and exigencies in future, I 
am not only disposed to be very cautious 
in making allotments, but I incline to 
agree with the Secretary. of the Interior 
in the opinion that when allotments are 
made, the balance of reservation lands 
remaining after allotment, instead of 
being bought by the government from the 
Indians and opened for settlement with 
such scandals om unfair practices as 
seem unavoidable, should remain for a 
time at least as common land or be sold 
by the government on behalf of the In- 
Mans in an orderly way and at fixed 
prices to de determin: by its location 
and desirability and that th 8, 


e proceed 
less expenses, should be held in trust for 


the benefit of the Indian proprietors. 
INDIAN SCHOOLS. 

The intelligent Indian-school manage- 
ment of the past years has been followed 
by gratifying results. Efforts have been 
made to advance the work in a sound, 
practical manner. Five institutes of In- 
dian teachers have been held during¢the 
year and have proved very beneficial 
through the views exchanged and methods 
discussed, particularly applicable to In- 
dian education. Efforts are being made 
in the direction of a gradual reduction 
of the number of Indian contract ‘schools 
so that in a comparatively short time they 
may give way altogether to government 
schools, and it is hoped that the change 
may be so gradual as to be perfected with- 
out too great expense to the government 
or disregard of investments made by those 
who have established and are maintaining 
such contract schools. The appropriation 
for the current year ending June 30, 1895, 
applicable to the ordinary expenses of the 
Indian service amounts to $6,733,003.18, be- 
ing less by $663,240.64 than the sum ap- 
propriated in the same account for the 
previous year. 

THE PENSIONS. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, on 
he 30th day of June, 1894, there were 
969,544 persons on our pension rolls, being 
net increase of 3532 over the number re- 
ported at the end of the previous year. 
hese pensioners may be classed as fol- 
lows: Soldiers and Sailors, survivors of 
all wars, 753,968; widows and relatives of 
fleceased soldiers, 215,163; army nurses in 
he war of the rebellion, 414; of these pen- 
sioners 32,039 are surviving soldiers of 
Indian and other wars prior to the late 
ivil war, and the widows are relicts of 
such soldiers. The remainder, numbering 
937,505, are receiving pensions on account 
of the war of the rebellion, and of these 
69,344 are on the rolls under the author- 
ty of the act of June 17, 1890, sometimes 
alled the Dependent Law. 

The total amount expended for pensions 
luring the year was $139,804,461.05, leav- 
ng an unexpended balance from the sum 
appropriated of $25,205,712.55. The sum 
ecessary to meet pension expenditures for 
he year ending June 30, 1896, is estimated 
it $140,000,000. The Commissioner of Pen- 
sions is of the opinion that the year 1895, 
being the thirtieth after the close of the 
war of the rebellion, must;-according to 
ll sensible human calculations, see the 
ighest limit of the pension-roll, and that 
fter that year it must begin to decrease. 
he claims pending in the bureau have 
ecreased more than 90,000 during the year. 
large proportion of the new claims filed 
re for increase of pension by those now 
m the rolls. The number of certificates 
msued was 80,213. The names dropped from 
he rolls for all causes during the, year 
humbered 37,951. Among our pensionérs 
re nine widows and three daughters of 
oldiers of the revolution, and forty-five 
urvivors of the war of 1812. The bare- 
aced and expensive pension frauds, ex- 
psed under the direction of the courageous 
md veteran soldier now at the head of the 
bureau, leave no room for the claim that 
so purgation of our pension rolls was 
eeded, or that continued vigilance and 
rompt action are not necessary to the 
ame end. The accusation that an effort 
d detect pension frauds is evidence of un- 
riendliness toward our worthy veterans, 
nd a denial of their claims to the gener- 
gwity of the government, suggests an un- 
ortunate indifference to the commission 
f an offense which has for a motive the 
scuring of a pension, and indicates a will- 
gness to become blind to the existence 
f treachery which plays upon demagogic 
De and makes sport of the patriotic 
mpulse of a grateful people. 1 

THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 

The completion of the eleventh census is 

in charge of Commissioner Thayer.

that, the revision and proof-reading neces- 
sary to bring out the volumes will still 
be required. 

The text of the census volumes has been 

limited as far as possible to the analysis 
of statistics presented. The method, which 
is in accordance with law, has caused 
more or less friction, and in some instances 
individual disappointment, for when the 
Commissioner of Labor took charge of the 
work, he found much matter on hand, 
which, according to this rule, he was com- 
pelled to discard. The census is being pre- 
pared according to the theory that it is 
desired to collect facts and certify them 
to public, not to elaborate arguments or to 
present personal views. 
THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 
The Secretary of Agriculture in his re- 
port reviews the operations of his depart- 
ment for the last fiscal. year, and makes 
recommendations for the further extension 
of its usefulness. He reports a saving in 
expenditures during the year of $600,000, 
which is covered back into the treasury. 
This sum is 23 per cent. of the entire ap- 
propriation. A special study has been 
made of the demand for American farm 
products in all foreign markets, especially 
Great Britain. 

That country received from the United 
States during the nine months ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1894, 305,910 live beef cattle val- 
ued at $26,500,000, as against 181,611 cattle 
valued at $16,624,000 during the same pe- 
riod for 1893. During the first six months 
of 1894, the United Kingdom took also 
110,000,000 pounds of dressed beef from the 
United States, valued at nearly $10,000,000. 
The report shows that during the nine 
months immediately preceding September 
30, 1894, the United States exported to 
Great Britain, 222,676,000 pounds of pork; 
of apples, 1,900,000 pounds, valued at 
$2,500,000, and of horses, 2811, at an aver- 
age value of $189 per head. There was a 
falling-off In American wheat exports of 
13,500,000 bushels, and the Secretary is in- 
clined to believe that wheat may not in 
the future be the staple export cereal pro- 
duct of our country, but that corn will 
continue to advance in importance as an 
export on account of the new uses to which 
it is constantly being applied. The exports 
of agricultural products from the United 
States for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1894, amounted to $628,363,038, being 72.82 
per cent. of American exports of every 
description, and the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain took more than 54 per cent. 
2 Pa farm products finding foreign mar- 
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NEW LINES OF RESHARCH. 


The Department of Agriculture has un- 
dertaken during the year two new and 
important lines of research. The first 
relates to grasses of the United States 
and teaching how to introduce valuable 
foreign forage plants, which may be 
adapted to this country. The second re- 
lates to agricultural soils and crop produc- 
tion, involving the analysis of samples of 
soils from all sections of the American 
Union, to demonstrate their adaptability 
to particular plants and crops. Mechanical 
analysis of soils may be of such inestima- 
ble utility that it is foremost in the new 
lines of agricultural research, ard the Sec- 
retary, therefore, recommends that a di- 
vision having it in charge. be permanently 
established in this department. 


THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


The amount appropriated for the 
Weather Bureau was $951,100. Of that 
sum, $138,500, or 14 per cent., has been 
saved, and is returned to the treasury. 
As illustrating the usefulness of this serv- 
ice; it may be here stated that the warn- 
ings, which were very generally given, 
of two tropical storms occuring in Sep- 
tember and October of the present year, 
resulted in detaining safely in port 2305. 
vessels, valued at $36,283,913, laden with. 
cargoes of probably still greater value. 
What is much more important and grati- 
fying, many human lives on these ships 
were also undoubtedly saved. 8 

ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 

The appropriation to the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry was $859,000, and the ex- 
penditures for the year, were only $495,- 
429.24, thus leaving uhexpen Jed, $354,- 
750.56. The inspection ot beef animals for 
export and interstate trade has been con- 
tinued, and 32,944,059 head were laspected 
during the year at a cost of 1% cents per 
head, against 4% cents for 1893. The 
amount of pork microscopically examined 
was 34,437,967 pounds, against 20,677,410 
pounds in the preceding year. The cost 
of this inspection has been diminished from 
8% cents per head in 1893 to 6% cents in 
1894 


The expense of inspec:ing the perk sold 
in 1894 to Germany and France by the 
United States was 888.922. 10. The quantity 
inspected was greater by 15,000, 000 pounds 
than during he preceding year, when the 
cost of such inspection was $17%,2¢7.08. 
The Secretary of Agriculture recommends 
that the law providing for the microscopic 
inspection of expert and interstate meat be 
so amended as tu compel the owners of the 
meat inspected to pay the cost of such in- 
spection, and I call attention to the argu- 
ments presented in his report in support of 
this recommendation. 

The live beef cattle exported and tagged 
during the year numdered 363,535. This 
is an increase of 69,533 head over the pre- 
vious year. The sanitary inspection of cat- 
tle shipped to Europe has cost an ave.age 
of 10% cents for each animal, and the cost 
of inspecting Southorn cattle and the dis- 
infection of cars and stockyards average! 
27 cents per animal. ‘The scientilic in- 
quiries of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
have progressed steadily during the year. 
Much tuberculin and mallein have been 
furnished to State authorities for use in 
the agricultural colleges, and expertment 
stations for the treatment of tuberculosis 
and glanders. 

Quite recently this department has pub- 
lished the results of its investigations of 
bovine tuberculosis, and its researches will 
be vigorously continued. Cortain herds in 
the District of Columbia will be thoroughly 
inspected, and will probably supply ade- 
quate scope for the department to intelli- 
gently prosecute its scientific work and fur- 
nish sufficient material for purposes cf il- 
lustration, description and definition. The 
sterilization of milk suspacted cf contain- 
ing the baccilli of tuberculosis has been, 
during the year, thoroughly explained in 
a leaflet by D. E. Salmon, the chief of the 
bureau. and given a general circulation 
throughout the country. a 

EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS. 


The office of experimental stations, 
which is a part of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, has during the 
past year engaged itself almost wholly 
in preparing for publication works based 
upon the reports of agricultural exper- 
imental stations and other institutions 
for agricultural inquiry in the United 
States and. foreign countries. The Sec- 
retary in his report for 1893 called atten- 
tion to the fact that the appnopriations 
made for the support of the experiment 
stations throughout the Union were the 
only moneys taken out of the national 
treasury by an act of Congress for which 
no accounting to Federal authorities was 
required. 

Responding to this suggestion the 
Fifty-third Congress, in making its ap- 
propriation for the department for the 
present fiscal year, provided that the 
Secretary’ of Agriculture shall prescribe 
the form of ‘annual financial statement 
required by Sec. 3 of said act of March 
2, 1887; shall ascertain whether the ex- 
penditures under the appropriation hereby 
made are in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said act and shall make report 
thereupon to Congress. The best seuree 
of the statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture is the ascertainment. by —4 
igenc8 and care of the actual and real 
conditions favorable or unfavorable of 
the farmers and farms of the country and 
to such causes which produce the ¢ondi- 
tions to the end that the facts ascer- 
tained may guide their intelligent treat- 
ment. In obedience to this law, the De- 
partment of Agriculture immediately sent 
out blank forms of expense accounts to 
each station and proposes in addition to 
make. through trusted experts a system- 
atic .examination of the several stations 
during the year for the purpose of ac- 
quiring by personal investigation the de- 
tailed information. necessary to enable 
the Secretary of Agriculture to make, as 
the statutes provide, a satisfactory report 


to Congress, The board 


of management 


of the several stations with great alacrity | 
and cordiality have approved the amend- 
ment to the law providing for supervision 
of their expenditures, anticipating that it 
will increase the efficiency of the sta- 
tions and protect their directors and man- 
agers from loose charges concerning their 
use of public funds, besides bringing the 
Department of Agriculture into closer 
and more confidential relations with the 
experimental stations and, through their 
joint service, largely increasing the use- 
fulness to the agriculture of the country. 
HUMAN FOOD INVESTIGATIONS. 

Acting upon a recommendation contained 
in the report of the 1893 Congress appro- 
priating $10,000 to enable the Secretary of 
Agriculture to investigate and report upon 
the nutritive value of various articles and 
commodities used for human food, with 
special suggestion of full, wholesome and 
edible rations less wasteful and more eco- 
nomical than those in common use. Under 
this appropriation the department has 
prepared and now has nearly ready for 
distribution an elementary discussion of 
the nutritive value and pecuniary economy 
of food. 

When we consider that fully one-half 
of all the. money earned by the wage- 
earners of the civilized world is ex- 
pended by them for food, the importance 
and utility of such an investigation is ap- 
parent. The department expended in the 
fiscal year 1892 $2,354,809.50, and out of 
that sum the total amount expended in 
scientific research was 45.6 per cent.; but 
in the year ending June 30, 1894, out of a 
total expenditure of $1,948,983.38, the de- 
partment applied 51.6 per cent. of that 
sum to scientific work and investigation. 
It is thereby very plainly observable that 
the economies which have been practiced 
in the administration of the department 
have not been at the expense of scientific 
research. 


DEPARTMENT DOCUMENTS. 

The recommendation contained in the 
report of the Secretary for 1893, that the 
vicious system of promiscuous free dis- 
tribution of its departmental documents be 
abandoned, is again urged. These publica- 
tions may well be furnished, without cost, 
to public libraries, educational institu- 
tions. and the officers and libraries of 
States and of the Federal government, but 
from all individuals applying for them 
a price, covering the cost of the document 
asked for should be required; thus the 
publications and documents would be se- 
cured by those who really desire them 
for proper purposes. Half a million’ of 
eopies of the report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture are printed for distribution, at 
an annual cost of about $300,000. Large 
numbers of them are cumbering store- 
rooms at the Capitol, and the shelves of 
second-hand bookstores throughout the 
country. All this labor and waste. might 
be avoided if the recommendations of the 
Secretary were adopted. 

The Secretary also again recommends 
that the gratuitous distribution of seeds 
cease, and that no money be appropriated 
for that purpose, except to experiment 
stations. He reiterates the reasons given 
in his report of 1893 for discontinuing 
this unjustifiable gratuity, and I fully con- 
cur in the conclusions which he has 
reached. 

A further important utility in agricul- 
tural statistics is found in the elucidation 
of the relation of the supply of farm 
products to the demand for the markets of 
the United States and of the world. It 
is deemed possible that the agricultural 
census may be taken each year through 
the agents of the statistical division of 
the department. Such a course is com- 
mended for trial by the chief of that di- 
vision. 
area under each of the more. important. 
crops; second, the aggregate. product. of 
each ot such crops; third; the quantity of 
wheat and corn in the hands of farmers 
at a date after the spring sowings and 
plantings, and before the beginning of har- 
vest, and also the quantity of cotton and 
tobacco remaining in the hands of plant- 
ers, either at the same date or at some 
other designated time The cost of the 
work is estimated at $500,000. 

Owing to the peculiar quality of the sta- 
tisticilan’s work and the natural and ac- 
quired ability necessary to its successful 
prosecution, the Secretary of Agriculture 
expresses the opinion that every person 
employed in gathering statistics under the 
chief of that division should be admitted 
to that service only after a thorough, ex- 
haustive and successful examination at 
the hands of the United States Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. This has led him to call 
for such examination of candidates for the 
position of assistant statisticians and also 
of candidates fur chiefs for section in that 
division. . 

The work done by the ment of 
Agriculture is very carefully dealt with 
in this communication, and I commend the 
report of the Secretary and the very im- 
portant interests with which it deals to the 
careful attention of the Congress. The ad- 
vantages to the public service of an ad- 
herence to the. principles of civil 
service reform are constantly more ap- 
parent and mothing is so encouraging to 
thoge in official life who honestly desire 
good government as the increasing apprecli- 
ation by our people of these advantages. 

A vast majority of the voters ot the land 
are ready to insist that the time and at- 
tention of those they select to perform for 
them important public duties; ‘should not 
be distracted by doling out minor offices, 
and they are growing to be unanimous in 
regarding party organization as something 


that should be used in establishing party 


principles instead of directing the distri- 
bution of public places as rewards of par- 
tisan activity. Numerous additional offices 
and places have lately been brought 
within civil service rules and regulations, 
and some others will probably soon be in- 
cluded. The report of the commissioners 
will be submitted to the Congress and I 
invite careful attention to the recom- 
mendations it contains. 

A NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 

I am entirely convinced that we ought 
not to be longer without a national Board 
of Health or national health offi- 
cers charged, with no other du- 
ties than such as pertain to the 
protection of our country from in- 
vasion of pestilence and di This 
would involve the establishmeng$, by such 
board of officers, of proper quarantine pre- 
cautions, or the necessary aid and counsel 
to local authorities on the subject; also 
prompt advice and assistance to local 
boards of health or health officers in the 


suppresston of contagious diseases, 
and in cases where there are no 
such local boards or officers, the 


immediate direction by the national 
board of officers of measures of 
suppression. Constant and authentic infor- 
mation concerning the health of foreign 
countries and all parts of our own country, 
as related to contagious diseases, and con- 
sideration of regulations to be enforced in 
foreign ports to prevent the introduction 
of contagion into our cities should be had 
and measures should be adopted to secure 
their enforcement. 

There seems to be at this time a decided 
inclination to discuss measures of pro- 
tection against contagious diseases in in- 
ternational: conference with a view of 
adopting means of mutual assistance. The 
creation of such a national health estab- 
lishment would greatly aid our standing in 
such conferences and improve our oppor- 
tunities to avail ourselves of their benefits. 
I earnestly recommend the inauguration 
of a National Board of Health or similar 
national instrumentality, believing the 
same to be a needed precaution against 
contagious diseases and in the interest of 
the safety and health of our people. 

THE STRIKE COMMISSION. 

By virtue of a statute of the United 
States, passed in 1888, I appointed in July 
last Hon. John D. Kernan of the State 
of New York and Hon. Nicholas E.

THE TARIFF MUST BE AMENDED. 

The tariff act passed at the last session 
of Congress needs impoftant amendments 
if it is to be executed effectively and 
with certainty. In addition to such neces- 
sary amendments as will not change fates 
of duty, I am still very decidedly in favor 
of putting coal and iron upon the free 
list. So far as the sugar schedule is con- 
cerned, I would be glad, under existing 
aggravations, to see every particle of dif- 
ferontial duty in favor of refined sugar 
stricken out of our tariff law. If, with all 
the favor now accorded the sugar- refining 
interest in our tariff laws, it still lan- 
guishes to the extent of closing refineries 
and thousands of discharged workmen, ity 
would seem to present a hopeless case for 
reasonable legislative aid. 

ABROGATE THE SUGAR BOUNTY. 

Whatever else is done or omitted, I 
earnestly repeat here my recommendation 
which I have made in another portion of 
this communication that the additional 
duty of one-tenth of 1 cent per pound laid 
upon sugar imported from counéries pay- 
ing a bounty on its export, be abrogated. 
It seems to me that exceedingly important 
considerations point to the propriety of 
this amendment. With the advent of a 
new tariff policy not only calculated to re- 
lieve the consumers of our land in the cost 
of their daily living, but invite a better 
development of American thrift and create 
for us closer and more profitable com- 
mercial relations with the rest of the 
world, it follows as a logical and impera- 
tive necessity. that we should at once re- 
move the chief, if not the only obstacle 
which has so long prevented our partici- 
pation in the foreign carrying trade of the 
sea 


A tariff built upon the theory that it is 
well to check imports and that a home 
market should bound the industry and 
effort of American producers, was fitly 
supplemented by a refusal to allow Amer- 
ican registry to vessels built abroad, 
though owned and navigated by our peo- 
ple, thus exhibiting a willffigness to aban- 
don all contest for the advantages of Amer- 
ican transoceanſo Carriage; 

Dur new tariff policy, built upon the 
theory that it is well to encourage such 
importation’ as our people need, and that 
their products and manufactures should 
find markets in every part of the habita- 
ble globe, is consistently supplemented 
by the greatest possible liberty to our 
citizens in the ownership and navigation 
of ships in which our products and man- 
ufacturers may be transported. The 
millions now paig to foreigners for car- 
rying American passengers and products 
across the sea should be turned into 
American hands. Shipbuilding, which has 
been protected to strangulation, should 
be revived by the prospect of profitable 
employment for ships when built and the 
American sailor should resurrected 
and again take his place as a steady and 
industrious citizen in time of peace and 
a patriotic and safe defender of American 
interests in the day of conflict. The an- 
cient provision of our law delaying Amer- 


owned by Americans appears in the light 
of present conditions not only to- be a 
failure for good at every point, but to 
be nearer a relic of barbarism than any- 
thing that exists under the permission of 
a statute of the United States, I earnestly 
recommend its prompt repeal. 

| ‘THE GOLD RESERVE. 
During the last month the gold reserved 
in the treasury for the purpose of redeem- 
ing the notes of the government circulat- 
ing as money in the hands of the people, 
became so reduced, and its further deple- 
tion in the near future seemed so certain 
that in the exercise of proper care for the 
public welfare it became necessary to re- 
plenish the reserve and thus maintain pop- 
ular faith in the ability and determination 
of the government to meet as agreed its 
pecuniary obligations. It would have been 
well if, in this emergency, the authority 
had existed to issue the bonds of the gov- 
ernment, bearing a low rate of interest and 
maturing within a short period But the 
Congress having failed to conftr such 
authority, a resort was necessarily bad to 
the resumption act of 1875, and, pursuant 
to its provisions, bonds were issued draw- 
ing interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum and maturing ten years after their 
issue, that being the shortest time author- 
ized by the act. I am glad to say, how- 
ever, that, on the sale of these bonds, the 
premium received operated to reduce the 
rate of interest. to be paid by’ the govern- 
ment to less than 3 per cent. Nothing 
could be worse or further removed from 
sensible finance than the relations existing 
between the currency the government has 
issued. the gold held for its redemption, 
and the means which must be resorted to 
for the purpose of replenishing such re- 
demption fynd when impaired. 

Even if the claims on this fund were 
confined to the obligations originally in- 
tended, dnd if the redemption of these 
‘obligations meant their cancellation, the 
fund would be very small. But these ob- 
ligations, when received and redeemed in 
gold, are not canceled, but are reissued 
and may do duty many times by way of 
drawing gold from the treasury. Thus we 
have an endless chain in operation, con- 
stantly depleting the treasury’s gold and 
never near a final rest. As if this was 
not bad enough, we have a statutory degc- 
laration that it is the policy of the gov- 
ernment to maintain the parity between 
gold and silver, adding force and mo- 
mentum to this exhausting process, and 
adding largely to the currency obliga- 
— claiming this peculiar gold redemp- 
tion. . 

Our small gold reserve is thus subject 
to drain from every side. The demands 
that increase our danger, also increasd 
the necessity of protecting this reserve 
against depletion, and it is most unsatie- 
factory to know that the protection af- 
forded is only a temporary palliation. It 
is perfectly and palpably plain that the 
only way, under the present conditions 
by which this reserve, when dangerously 
depleted, can be replenished, is through 
the issue and sale of the bonds of the 
government for gold, and yet Congress 
has not only thus far declined to author- 
ize the issue of bonds best suited to such 
a purpose, but there seems a disposition 
in some quarters to deny both the neces- 
sity and power for the issue of bonds at 
all. I cannot, for a moment, believe that 
any of our citizens are deliberately willing 
that their government should default in 
its pecuniary obligations, or that its finan- 
cial operations should be reduced to a 
silver basis. 

At any rate, I should not feel that my 
duty was done if I omitted any effort I 
could make to avert such a ca ity. As 
long, therefore, as no provision is made 
tor the final redemption or the putting 
aside of the currency obligation now used 
to repeatedly and constantly draw from 
the government its gold,and as long as 
no better authority for bond issues is al- 
lowed than at present exists, such au- 
thority will be utilized whenever and as 
often as it becomes necessary to main- 
tain a sufficient gold reserve and abund- 
ant funds to save the credit of our coun- 
try and make good the financial declara- 
tions of our government. Questions re- 
lating to our banks and currency are 
closely connected with the subject just 
referred to and also present some un- 
satisfactory features. Prominent among 
them are the lack of elasticity in our cur- 
rency circulation and its frequent con- 


centration in financial centers when it is 


most needed in other farts of the coun- 

try. 
SECRETARY CARLISLE’S SCHEME. 
The absolute divorcement of the gov- 
ernment from the business of banking is 
the ideal relationship of the government 
to the circulation of the currency ‘of the 
country. This condition cannot be imme- 
diately reached, but is a step in that di- 
rection and, as a means of securing a 
more elastic. currency and obviating 
other objections to the present arrange- 
ment of bank circulation the Secretary 
of the Treasury presents in his report a 
scheme modifying the present oma |

taxation under certain limitations. The 
Secretary explains his plan so _ plainly 
and its advantages are developed by him 
with such remarkable clearness that any 
effort on my part to present argument 
in its support would be superfluous. 1 
shall, therefore, content myself with an 
unqualified indorsement of the Secre- 
tary’s proposed changes in the law and 
a brief and imperfect statement of their 
prominent features. 

It is proposed to repeal all laws provid- 
ing Tor the deposit of United States bonds 
as security for circulation; to permit pa- 
tional banks to issue circulating notes not 
exceeding in amount 75 per cent. of their 
paid-up and unimpaired capital, provided 
they deposit with the government as a 
guarantee fund in United States legal 
tender notes including treasury notes of 
1890, a sum of equal amount to 30 per 
cent. the notes they desire to issue; 
this deposit to be maintained at all times, 
but whenever any bank retires any part of 
fits circulation a proportionate part of its 
guarantee fund shall be returned to it 0 
permit the Secretary of the Treasury to 
prepare and keep in hand ready for issue, 
in case an increase in circulation is de- 
sired, blank national bank notes for each 
bank having circulation, and to repeal the 
provisions of the present law imposing lim- 
itations and restrictions upon banks de- 
siring to reduce or increase their circu- 
lation, thus permitting such increase or 
reduction within the limit of the 75 per 
cent. of capital to be quickly made as 
emergencies arise. In addition to the guar- 
antee fund required, it is proposed to pro- 
vide a safety fund for the immediate re- 
demption of the circulation notes of failed 
banks by imposing a small annual tax, 
say one-half of 1 per cent., upon the aver- 
age circulation of each bank until the fund 
amounts to 5 per cent. of the total circula- 
tion outstanding. 

When a bank fails, its guarantee fund 
is to be paid intc this safety fund, and its 
notes are to be redeemed in the first in- 
stance from such safety fund thus aug- 
mented, any impairment of such fund 
caused theroby to be made good from the 
immediate available cash assets of said 
bank, and if these should be insufficient, 
such impairment to be made good by pro 
rata assessment among other banks, their 
contributions constituting a first lien upon 
the assets of the failed bank in favor of 
the contributing banks. 

As a further security, it is contemplated 
that the existing provision fixing the in- 
dividual liability of stockholders is to be 
retained and the banks’ indebtedness on 
account of its circulating notes is to be 
made a first lien on ail its assets. For 
the purpose of meeting the expense of 
printing notes, official supervision, can- 
cellation and other like charges, there 
shall be paid a tax say one-half of 1 per 
cent. per annum on the average amount of 
notes in circulation. Is is further pro- 
vided that there shall be no national 
bank notes issued of less denomination 
than $10; that each national bank, except 
in case of a failed bank, shall redeem or 
release its notes in the first instance at its 
own office at agencies to be designated by 
it and that no fixed reserve need be main- 
tained on account of deposits. Another 
very important feature of this plan is the 
exemption of State banks from taxation 
by the United States in cases where it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and Comptroller of the 
Currency by banks claiming such exemp- 
tion that they have not had outstanding 
their circulating notes exceeding 75 per 
cent. of their paid-up and unimpaired cap- 
ital; that their stockholders are individu- 
ally Mable for the redemption of their 
circulating notes to the full extent of 
their ownership of stock; that the 
liability of such banks upon their 
circulating notes constitutes under 
their State law the first lien 
upon their assets, that such banks have 
kept and maintained a guarantee of United 
States legal tender notes, including treas- 
ury notes of 1890 equal to 30 per cent. of 
their outstanding circulating notes, and 
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show cause why its: charter should not 
be annulled.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The President's annual message to 
Congress is printed in other columns 
of The Times this morning. If any- 
body has expected the message to con- 
tain sensational features, he will be 
disappointed. It is an exceedingly 
dry and commonplace document—even 
more so than such papers usually are. 
It is evident that Mr. Cleveland 
penned ‘it in a perfunctory spirit, for 
it lacks the zest and appositeness 
which should be evinced by a Writer 
interested in his theme and throughly 
in earnest. 

A large amount of space is devoted 


to an elaborate setting forth of our 


foreign relations. This portion of the 
message is without special features. 
The President notes that the “pro- 
visional arrangement” in Hawaii has 
been succeeded by a form of govern- 
ment which is now in “effective opera- 
tion,” and which has been accorded 
“the usual recognition.” He recom- 
mends the cultivation of closer rela- 
tions between our government and the 
„grand empire“ of Japan, and ex- 
presses the hope that the oriental war 
may soon be brought to an end, signi- 
fying the readiness of the administra- 
tion to exercise its good offices to that 
end. The ‘unjust discriminations 
against American commerce by Spain 
are mildly deprecated. The President 
recommends that the United States 
withdraw from the tripartite arrange, 
ment between this country, Germany 
and Great Britain regarding Samoa. 

The deficit in the national revenues 
for the last fiscal year amounted to 
$69,803,260. Dutiable imports de- 
creased $146,657,625, and free imports 
decreased $64,748,675 during the year. 
Customs receipts decreased 573,336. 
486, and the decrease of internal reve- 
nue amounted to $13,836,539. The es- 
timated amount of revenue for the 
current year, on the basis of the pres- 
ent laws, is $424,427,748, being 820, 
000,000 less than the estimated ex- 
penditures. It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that the deficit will be much 
greater than is indicated in this opti- 
mistic view of the situation. 

The President recommends an in- 
crease of the army to the legal effec- 
tive, at least of 25,000 men. He evi- 
dently believes the army should be 
much larger than that, But lacks the 
courage to say so. He refers very gin- 
gerly to the use of troops to suppress 
the rioting during the railroad strike, 
but commends the efficiency and 
discipline of the army as evinced on 
that occasion. 
An increase In the number of Cir- 
Suit judges is recommended; also the 


establishment of a Federal court in the 


Indian ‘Territory: In the Postoftice 
Department the deficit for the year 
was upward of $9,000,000. The Presi- 
dent concurs with the Postmasiter- 
General in recommending a modilica- 
tion of the law relating to second- 
class matter so as to shut out a large 
class of publications, which consist 
chiefly of advertising matter or of 
trashy novels. The discontinuance of 
free seed disttibution is also favored. 

Mr. Cleveland quite earnestly recom- 
mends the further strengthening of 
the navy, by the construction of at 
least three additional battleships aud 
a dozen torpedo-boats. 

The principal recommendation rela- 
tive to the tariff is for the repeal of 
the differential duty on refined sugar, 
and the abandonment of the discrim- 
inating duty of onetenth of one cent 
per pound on sugar imported from 
countries levying an export bounty. 

The recent bond issue is heartily 
commended, and quasi indorsement is 
given to a scheme outlined in the re- 
port of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
“modifying the present banking laws 
and providing for the issuing of cir- 
culating notes by State banks free 
from taxation under certain limita- 
tions.“ This scheme, devised by Mr. 
Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle, to 
rehabilitate State bank currency, will 
be looked upon with suspicion by 
financiers, business men, and the peo- 
ple generally. 

Some of the implacable Democratic 
}organs of this State are still accusing 
the Los Angeles Times and the San 
Francisco Post of “villification” in 
publishing the facts as to Mr. Budd's 
record, prior to the recent State and 
Congressional elections. But the sim- 
ple fact of the matter is that the 
charges against Budd were founded 
upon court records and other docu- 
mentary proofs, which have not as 
yet been impeached. Mr. Budd’s own 
letters, the authorship of which he has 
not denied, were sufficient to convict 
him, in the eyes of all honest men, of 
the principal misdeeds charged against 
him. It will be time enough to talk 
of “villification” after Mr. Budd has 
disproved these damaging charges. 
Until he has done so, the less said 
about the matter by his apologists the 
better. The fact that he has been 
elected Governor does not change his

AN OPENING FOR AN EXTEN- 
S8 SION OF TRADE. 


A few days ago the president of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
received a communication from the 
secretary of an organization in Kings 
county--formerly. a part of Tulare 
county—which has for its object the 
encouragement of railroad competi- 
tion in the San Joaquin Valley, The 
correspondent said that up to the 
present the people of that section 
have been working for a line to San 
Francisco, but that they have now 
about come to the conclusion that it 
would be more profitable for them t> 
build in this direction, as even if they 
should reach San Francisco with a 
separate line they would still be with- 
out competition on their Eastern busi- 
ness. Mr. Freeman was asked for 
his views in regard to the proposition 
of building a railroad from that sec- 
tion to Los Angeles city. 

The question involved in this issue 
is an important one—more important 
than appears on the surface. It is 
not merely a question of building a 
railroad up into the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, but of reaching out for the trade 
of that section, which lies immediately 
north of the Tehachepi. The mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Los An- 
geles have hitherto been short-sighted 
in this respect—in figuring upon the 
territory tributary to Los Angeles. 
We have been in the habit of taking 
in Arizona and New Mexico, and even 
Lower California and Sonora, to some 
extent, but have generally drawn the 
line at Tehachepi. There is no reason 
for our doing this. The whole of 
Kern and Tulare counties should cer- 
tainly be tributary to Los Angeles, 
while there is no reason why we 


— 


should not make a good struggle to 


capture Fresno also. The northern 


boundary of Kern county is only as 


far from Los Angeles as San Diego 
city, and the city of Fresno is nearer 
than Yuma to Los Angeles. It is not 
as if it would be a difficult task for 
us to obtain a foothold in this north- 
ern territory. So far from this being 
the case, the people in.that section 
are not only willing, but anxious, to 
make Los Angeles city their head- 
quarters. They have no affection for 
San Francisco, which city, they say, 
looks upon the San Joaquin Valley 
merely as a cow to be milked. . They 
would far prefer to do their trading 
in Los Angeles, and they have felt 
this way for many years, but hitherto 
our people have not made any par- 
ticular effort to encourage them. 

This is a mistake which should be 
corrected as soon as possible: If Los: 
Angeles is to grow as it should grow. 
our merchants and manufacturers and 
financiers must be broad-minded and 
enterprising, continually reaching out 
for new «commercial worlds to con- 
quer. 
up Chicago, and we heed a little more 
of that spirit in this Chicago of the 
Southwest. Here is a rich and rap- 
idly-growing section situated within 
a few miles of our doors, which is 
anxious to trade with us and make 
this city its headquarters. 
we should do everything possible to 
encourage these people and show them 
that we appreciate 
and will be glad of their custom. 

The imaginary barrier to the growth 
of Southern California on the north, 
which we have erevted at Tehachepi, 
must be broken dow. No such pent- 
up Utica should confine the power 
and progress of this the most- fa vored 
portion of a great State. Southern 
California ought to mean the south- 
ern half of the State, which would 
bring the northern boundary line near 
the city of Merced, but in any case, 
commercially speaking, we certainly 
ought to take in Kern, Tulare, Inyo, 
and San Luis Obispo, and at least 
divide with San Francisco the trade 
of. Fresno county. 

The people of that section are anx- 
ious to do business with us. Shall we 
not encourage them?

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 30, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) It seems as though 
the bond-issue experts were abroad again, 
and trying to get in their work. When 
certain public improvements are supposed 
to be needed, instead of availing them- 
selves of the tax list for raising the 
money required, the ever-ready bond-issue 
advocate appears, with his fertile and 
adroit excuse for the ready cash. There 
is an old saying that the fool-killer comes 
around every two years, but he never gets 
the bond fiend. Instead, the, poor and 
helpless taxpayer, who is often beguiled 
by platisible arguments and honeyed theo- 
rists, telling him to vote bonds, and be 
publie-spirited, or be branded as an old 
foggy. The conservatives in municipalities 
generally manage to save something in 
life, in property and money; theorists

Have we not about bonds enough issued 
for the present?

NEW -METHOD OF EXTINGUISH- 
ING INCIPIENT FIRES. 


How Diamonds are Mined—A Boon to 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The diamond ‘@ «ne of the 
things that the public d never tired of 
hearing about, and is ever anxious to see, 
discuss and, above all, to possess; but fow 
have any idea of the tedious and laborious 
process by which the precious gem is 
mined and brought to the light of day. 
All the entrances to the mine are rigidly 
guarded, and only the written permit of 
the manager will enable a visitor to de- 
scend the huge shaft which plerces the 
working level, say, a thoussad feet below. 
In the tunnels of the mine, wiich are 
about seven feet high, the miners are Lard 
at work drilling holes in the adamant 
ground with a large crowbar, which they 
use with both hands. After making six 
holes each, which may taka three avurs, 
or six, or langer, according to the hardness 
of the strata they are working in, they.are 
allowed to retire to their homes in the 
compound and rest for the remainder of 
the day. Dynamite cartridges are placed 
in the drilled holes and exploded, and the 
blue ground, which has been dislodged, is 
shoveled into trucks, each of which bolds 
a ton, run along the level and taken up 
the shaft. it 18 carriei in large lumps as 
hard as granite to “the floors,” where it 10 
spread out and left from threo to six 
months to be pulverized by the action of 
the sun, air and rain, a steam hu-row be- 
ing run over it from time to time to assist 
the process of disintegration In due time 
it is taken to the washing machine, the 
work of which is to sift out all the iight 
deposit, called tallings,“ in which no dia- 
monds are found, and to -clcsn the 
“ground,” which is then placed in a hop- 
per, and carried by revolving buckets, to 
the top of an elevator, whence t is 
dropped into a cylindrieu pan. As the 
pan is rotated water is thrown on its or- 
tents, and the mass is chipped and tliec d 
by iron knivos, the light mud overflowing 
in the center, and the heavy deposit con- 
taining the diamonds passing into a pul- 
sating receiver, from which it is graded 
into three different-sized sieves. Water is 
then pumpe i through the bottom, and thé 
light deposit is forced over the top, the 
heavier substance falling through the 
sieves. It is then passed by means of 
valves into tuos, and the important work 
of searching for the J!amons commences. 
Four times do the searchcrs examine every 
particle of the material and 80 carefully 
and thorougtly is their work done that it 
is said that a nalf karat diamond might 
be mixed with a couple of hundred weight 
of earth in the hopper at the upper end of 
the sifting machias, with perfect assurance 


that it would ultimately co 
ds of tho sorters. 


NEW METHOD OF EXTINQUISHING 
INCIPIENT FIRES. 


A new method of extinguishing fires by 
means of an automatic chemical process 
„and tests have been made 

which the inventor claims to 

roved the value of his device. He 4 

t if the oxygen can be dispelled from 
the atmosphere, combustion will be ar- 
rested, and the fire will immediately die 
out. An insulated wire is run in the 
eeHing of a room, and connected to a 
| thermostat. When the temperature of the 
room rises to à certain int abeve the 
normal, say to 105 deg. Fahr., ah alarm 

is sounded and the wire is 
rted. This setg free a number of 
weights, arranged ‘at set intervals, which 
fall on small vials of chemically-prepared 
solution. This disengages a gas that 
forces oxygen from the room through 
valves fixed for the purpose. As soon 
as the oxygen is forced out the valves 
swing back into place, and the room de- 
comes air-tight. The fire is extinguished 
at once, but twenty minutes is allowed 
before pure air is admitted, and the room 
can be entered. The inventor’s idea is to 
connect the wires running to the various 
apartments in a large building in the 
general office, so that when the alarm is 
sounded the fire is instantly located. A 
special arrangement is also provided by 
which all windows that might be opened 


at the outbreak of a fire are immediately 


closed when the thermostat indicator 
reaches the warning point. 


A DOUBLE REFRACTING FINDER—A 
BOON TO PHOTOGRAPHERS. 


In the great number of cameras that 
are manufactured for the use of ama- 
teur photographers, the ground-glass plate 
at the top of the finder“ has always 
been more or less a source of trouble and 
vexation. It was found, under certain 
conditions of weather, and especially in 
strong sunlight, that when the operator 
sought to have clearly-defined in the 
finder the picture to be taken, the image 
was con anc baffling, and the 
promptitude of the exposure was often in- 
terfered with, at the risk of spoiling the 
picture. The new double refracting finder 
provides a steady and effective means of 
overcoming this difficulty. The usual 
ground glass is entirely dispensed with, 
and in its place is a lens on which the 
Image is clearly and steadily reflected 
by a mirror, acting in conjunction with 
a powerful convex lens. This gives a 
finder with a greatly-increased degree of 
luminosity, and the operator’ has no fur- 
ther hesitation or anxiety in the adjust- 
ment of his camera.

NEUTRALIZING NOXIOUS VAPORS IN 

MANUFACTURDB OF ARSENIC. 

The counties of Cornwall and Devon, in 
England, are the center of a thriviig¢ 
arsenic manufacturing industry. In the 
process of production of this mineral the 
arsenical pyrites are roasted and condensed 
in hong flues, some of which run for half 
a mile. Formerly, even with the greatest 
care. much of the arsenic would be uncon- 
densed, and the escaping flumes consti- 
tuted a source of danger to cattle, many 
of which died from eating grass in the 
neighborhood of the works. The frequent 
actions for damages which ensued, at last 
stimulated the manufacturers to remedy 
the evil. This has been accomplished by 
means of Wasi towers, a dry filterer mad 
ot brushwood, gorse, etc., which is foun 
to arrest almost the whole of the arsenic 
fumes in the escaping gases. It is recorded 
that in a test made without tle filter there 
was as much as 7.4 grains of arsenic 
fumes in a cubic foot of the gases passing 
into the air, whereas the average is. now 
less than one-tenth of a grain per cubic 
foot. The resuit has been hastened by the 
recent agitation in England in favor of 
purer air for the people of cities and 
manufacturing districts. ; *

all times. The nuisance of dust and the 
entrance of rain is prevented by a water 
table over the window, and there is also 
a brass shield on the bottom of the sash 
to hinder the dust entering from beneath. 
This shjeld slips in a groove in the sill. 
The- sash closes against rubber strips“ 
making an air-tight fit when closed. To 
prevent the sashes being opened the 
wrong way, a locking rod extends the 
length of the car, which is fitted with a 
handle over the platform. This rod is 
under the control of the brakeman, ho 
locks the hinges of the leading side of 
the window,in the same way as on sub- 
urban cars on the alternate light deck are 
opened or closed, according to the direc- 
tion in whick the car is running. In a 
test of this new ventilator, the windows

CURIOUS PARTNERSHIPS. 


Prof. Stewart, fn a lecture before the 
London Institution, gives some instances 
of the curious partnerships which are 
sometimes formed in the animal world, 
the principle of which has been differen- 
tiated by naturalists under the térm ‘‘com- 
mensalism.“ The organisms of the lower 
animals are interdependent, and, like hu- 
man beings, few ‘of them are able to live 
only f d by themselves. There is a 
hermit\ crab who carries about with him 
attached to his shell, or even to his claw, 
& sea anemone. When the crab feeds, his 
partner shares the feast, and, moreover, 
enjoys the benefit of. free locomotion, 
though little able to move itself. The 
‘parasite fully repays this service by hiding 
the crab when he is’in danger, aiding him 
to numb or kill his prey, and when the 
time comes for the crab to change his 
shell, arststing him to his new home. An- 
other examnpie of this spirit of communism 
is found in the protection afforded the 
acacia tree of. tropical America by a col- 
ony of ant warriors. The acacia tree, find- 
ing itself in danger of destruction by leaf- 
cutting and other ants and insects, enlists 
in its service a tribe of ants, ho are 
not only innocuous, but ready to fight for 
the plant and keep off its enemies. But 
the ants are true mercénaries, and will 
not serve without pay, and for them the 
tree provides both food and shelter—hol- 
low appendages (stipules) to live in, and 
nutrient fluids on which they may feed.

Expensive Armchairs, 

The Shah of Persia owns the most valu- 
able armchair in the world. He has an. 
armchair of solid gold, inlaid'with precious 
stones. About a year ago some of the 
Stones were stolen from one of the legs 
of the chair, and the Shah, full of indig- 
nation, ordered the arrest of a number of 
servants and held the keeper of the pal- 
ace responsible for the furniture, with the 
intimation that if the thief was not discoy~ 
ered the keeper would be beheaded. The 
culprit being eventually found he was 
forthwith beheaded and his head carried 
on a pole by the imperial body guard 
through the streets of Teheran. A valua- 
ble armchair is in the possession of the 
Earl of Radnor. It originally cost $40,000, 
and was presented by the City of Augs- 
burg to the Emperor Ruddiph II. of Ger- 
many about the year 1576. It “is of steel 
and took the artist about thirty years to 
make it. The ohair became the property 
‘of Count Tessin, Ambassador from the 
court of Sweden to the English cout. Gus- 
tavus Brander afterward dougut it, es 
an antique, for 1800 guineas, and ‘sold it 
to the Earl of Radnor for 600 guitieas.

de Camp, the regular Republican nominee,

: Saloons in every part of the city were 
-@losed, in obedience to the. State law, con- 


sequently the police were not troubled with 
intoxicated loafers, who make it a prat- 
tice to frequent polling places in the hope 
of being “‘treated’’ by anxious candidates. 
The Republican City Central Committee 


had workers in all of the precincts 


who were prepared to see that the law 
was carried out, but the voters all seemed 
to have a due appreciation of the effect of 
the election regulations, and they took 
care * to lay themselves liable in that 


The count was completed much more 


rapidly than had been expected, and as 


early as 8 o’clock the returns from sev- 
eral precincts were completed. 

The completed list from Precinct Thirty- 
five reathed the clerk’s office at 8:15 


o'clock, and was followed in close order 


by the returns from other smaller pre- 
cincts. Meanwhile the interest was 


heightened, and Rader's friends were the“ 


most vociferous in their cheers, for the 
first. results obtained indicated that the 
Republican candidate had carried the day 
by a winning plurality. After 10 o’clock 


the tally-sheets fairly poured in and the 


force of clerks was kept steadily busy en- 
tering up the vote until after midnight. 
The ticket being short and the election 
officers experienced in the business of 
counting were factors which aided in 
bringing in early returns. Thus the gen- 
eral result was easily calculated quite 
early in the evening and the residents of 
the suburbs were able to catch the last

land monopoly as the single tax will ac.

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Armenian Refuges Tell Their 
Tale. 


The Turkish Authorities Acted with 
the Most Fiendish 
Cruelty. 


Twelve Soldiers Killed by Indignant 
Villagers—The Latter’s Houses 
Bombarded and Themselves 
Put to Death. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ATHENS, Dec. 2.—(By Atlantic Cable, 
Associated Press Copyright, 1894.) The As- 
sociated Press exclusively has been able to 
give to the world the facts of the terrible 
atrocities. perpetrated upon Armenian 
Christians in Asia Minor, and today a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press suc- 
ceeded in securing additional information 
confirming the prav:cus statements made. 

The representative today met twenty Ar- 
menian refugees, who arrived here from 
Armenia, after a journey full of hardships 
and sufferigZg. Securing the services of a 


first-class interpreter he gathered the Ar- 


menians together at a convenient place, 
and, after relieving their pressing necessi- 
ties, the ‘interpreter questioned the refu- 
gees concerning the terrible events of which 
they had, in a number of cases, been eye- 
witnesses. This party t Armenzuns is 
the first that has escape i from ibe dis- 
tricts where the massacres occurred, and 
it is believ2d that even worse somains to 
be told, as the horrors described stq¢ un- 
derstood to have lasted for a long time 
after this party leit. Most of the per- 
sons who told their stories tcday escaped 
from Moosh, Bitlas and Sasscun, taking 
with them what little they could carry and 
making their wav with the greatest dif- 
ficulty to the Russo-Turkish frontier and 
going to Hrivan aad Dtzhmladzin. Sev- 
eral Armenian women escaped ticm the 
villages with this party, but when wear 
Erzerom they died from the effects of sabre 
wounds inflicted upon them pefcre their 


escape. 

For about eighteen months the Ar- 
menians say that the province of Sassoun 
has been surrounded py Turkish troops. 
Nobody has been allowed to enter or les ve. 
About four months ago the Turkish author- 
ities learned that the inhabitants of Var- 
temis, a village outside the trortier of 
Sassoun, were sending for the necessaries 
of Ute to the village of Dalvorig. Such 
communication between the two villages 
being prohibited, the Turks mastacred 
nearly all the inhabitants of Vartemis. 
This was the second massacre to occur. 
The first took place about a year ago. 

One of the refugees, a man named Khad- 
jik, states that his uncle and aunt were 
both killed, the latter being violated be- 
fore being put to death. An Armenian 
priest named Kevont was killed for re- 
fusing to celebrate Turkish rites in his 
church at Vartemis. The village contained 
325 Armenian’ houses before the Turks 
attacked it, but when the fugitives left 
only twenty-five houses remained standing. 
Dalvorig, it appears, is the largest vil- 
lage in the province of Sassoun, and its 
inhabitants, when they learned of the hor- 
rors perpetrated by the Turks at Varte- 
mis, attacked the Turks on the frontier. 

The Turkish commander eventually sent 
twelve soldiers into Dalvorig to learn 
what ‘had occurred. The Armenians, filled 
with indignation at the atrocities commit- 
ted by the Turks at Vartemis, attacked 
this detachment’ of Turkish 
put them all to death. When the Turk- 
ish commander was informed of the death 


eance in the most bloody manner possi- 
le. A strong force of Turkish troops 
was sent to the village with artillery, 


continuous fire upon Dalvo 
tically not one stone was left standing 
upon another. 

Selo, the Bey of Initzoun, a Kurd, with 
a detachmen’. of Kurdish cavalry, went 
with the Tu-kish soldiers to the village 
of Semal ard forcibly took the Armenian 
priest from his church, after disgustingly 
defiling the sacred vessels and the priest's 
hands. They then bound him on a donkey 


yards. The soldiers then fired at the 
priest and killed him and the beast to 
which he was bound. 

In the same village the Turkish soldiers 
entered an Armenian house and violated 
a woman and her daughter, the latter be- 
ing 14 years of age. From this village 
Selo forcfhly took eight Armenian girls 
and sent them to his harem at Initzoun. 

Further atrocities were committed by 
the Turks at the village of Veliehusen. 
Before dawn thimplace was surrounded by 
soldiers, and while the inhabitants were 
still asleep it was set on fire. The brutal 
soldiers entered the residence of ‘a man 
named Araket, who was asleep with his 
wife, and tortured them both in a horrible 
manner with red-hot irons. At this vil- 
lage, the soldiers killed the Armenian 
priest Morgosa, with the twenty other in- 
mates of a house. They were burned to 
death, the soldiers preventing anybody 
from escaping from the burning building. 

The chief of the village of Cheneg was 
captured by the soldiers and bound to his 
two daughters. All three were then 
scalded to death with boiling water. A de- 
tachment of twenty-five regulars of the 
Turkish cavalry, after committing inex- 
pressible horrors at the village of Sebg- 
hank, went to the village school and rav- 
ished the girls found there and then dev- 
astated the building. 

Ibo Bey, the notorious Kurd brigand of 
the village of Djibran, and a colonel in the 
regular army, went with a detachment of 
Turkish troops to thé Armenian villages of 
Bahlou, Hatezgent and Komka, and at 
each place committed every crime there is 
to commft. After drivi out the men 
they collected the female children of 
Bahlou, together, about two hundred in all, 
and, after ravishing them, killed them al] 
with guns and swords. After this massa- 
cre, the Turkish soldiers regaled them- 
selves with wine and whatever else they 
could find in the village. ‘ 

The Kurdish regular troops of Kizan 
and Bahran entered the Armenian villages 
of Allanouzig and Aghieg, killed the in- 
habitants and wrecked their houses. The 
number of villages devastated in this man- 
ner is said to be over thirty-two. The 
Armenians fled in every direction, but 
many of them were captured by the Turk- 
ish troops before they could get away and 
were taken to prison. 

Khadijak, who was the principal spokes- 
man of the “Armenian refugees, told the 
whole story in a most convincing man- 
ner. Dr. Thotmain, a well-known 
Armenian, has just received a letter writ- 
ten on September 29 from Todorian, a vil- 
lage near Erzeroum. The writer says: 

How can I write such horrors of our 
life for the days since the 14th? Mounted 
robbers rode up to the village an hour 
after sunset and immediately began an in- 
discriminate attack upon the Armenian 
inhabitants. Over 200 shots were fired et 
the ‘house of Rev. Zookis, pastor of. the 
Protestant community, who was absent 
from Erzeroum. Three balls struck the 
pastor’s wife in the face. She subse- 
quently died from the effects of her 
wounds, Some poor people from Knoos who 
were living in the basements of the pas- 
tor’s house, hurried up stairs when the 
firing was ging on and all of them were 
wounded. ichardsen, an American mis- 
sionary, came from Frzeroum to attend the 
funeral of the pastor’s wife. On Septem- 
ber 25 a band of robbers committed mur- 
der at Andag and carried off cattle. At 
Dody they broke into houses and plundered 
them of their contents.“

CHINESE FIE NDS. 


HORRIBLE TREATMENT OF FA- 
THER GOETTE. 


A Letter Giving Further Particulars 
of the Assault on the Mission- 
ary by Shensu Natives— 
Japan’s Claims. 


Assoolated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 3.—A letter received 
from Father Hugh, 0.8.H., a missionary 
priest in the province of Shensu, China, 
contains an account of the outrages of 
which Rev. Father Capislan Goette, for- 
merly of St. Louis, was the victim. 
The letter is dated September 18, and 
is addressed to the provincial of the 
Order of the Sacred Heart in this city. 
It said that on the Sth of September 
Father Goette was assaulted by natives, 
who drove off his Chinese servants and 
carried him a prisoner to a neighboring 
market town. At the time when the as- 
sault was made the father was engaged 
in locating and making claims to lands 
belonging to the church. For a whole 
day he was exposed to the indignity of 
the populace, who vented their rage by 
beating him, spitting in his face and strik- 
ing at him with their long, brass-headed 
pipes. They tore his face with branches 
of thorns and committed other outrages. 
An attempt was made by his captors 
to shoot him, but, fortunately, the old 
firelock gun used by the Chinamen did 
not answer its trigger. One of the spec- 
tators offered to kill him for f.3. 

From this town Father Goette was con- 
ducted to the gates of another market 
village, where he was treated in the same 
manner as at the first town. It was 
intended to put him to death at the third 
village, to which he was led, but the head 


man of that district declined to assume 


heavy responsibility, and the prisoner, 
who was securely bound, was drawn out 
into the fields. His tormentors here 
stuffed his mouth full of dry clay, then 
some held him close to the ground by the 
hair, while others knelt upon his prostrate 
body and one of them applied a long 
knife to his neck. The father was able 
to grasp the arm of the would-be mur- 
derer, and some of the Chinese protested 
against this extreme act, and his life 
was saved. His captors finally concluded 
to throw him into a well, but the timely 
arrival of an official saved his life again. 
The condition of the unfortunate father 
was most deplorable. He was covered 
with and knife wounds, and his 
condition was eritical. At date of 
writing he had recovered physically, but 
still suffered occasional aberrations of

FED ON GERMS. 


The Marine Hospital Horse Thriving 
on Liquid Diphtheria. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 3.—Coincident with 
the return to the United States of Dr. 
Kinyon of the Marine Hospital Service, 
who went to Europe to investigate and 
report on the diphtheria cure, is the fact 
that experiments are already being made 
to obtain serum with which to conduct 
experiments in this country. The horse 
which is being used for the purpose of 
experimentation, and from which it is 
hoped to obtain a supply of serum, was 
purchased for the Marine Hospital Service 
some time ago, and is now kept in a 
branch station of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, near Bentlings. 

The animal has been given injections 
of the liquid obtained from the feeding of 
diphtheria germs taken from the throat 
of a child suffering from diphtheria, in 
a mixture of beef broth and peptine, until 
they have reached full development. To 
get the animal thoroughly immuned 
against the disease will take from six 
to nine months’ administration of the 
liquid. When the animal is in condition, 
and the germs have had full effect, the 
horse is bled, and the serum is secured. 
The effect on the horse is watched with 
much interest, and care was taken in 
selecting him to get one free from dis- 
ease of any kind.

NAPOLEON'S DESPONDENCY 


Bad News From His Home Made 
Him Talk of Suicide. 
Prof, Sloane's Life of Napoleon“ reaches 


its second installment in the Century for 


‘December. This treats of the outbreak of 
the revolution and of the studies of Na- 
poleon while he was a young artillery of- 
Acer. One chapter in his life Prof. Sloane 
describes as follows: 

“The agreeable and studious life at Val- 
ence was soon ended. Early in August, 
1787, a little rebellion, known as the ‘Two- 
cent revolt,’ broke out in Lyons over an 
attempt to reassert an ancient feudal right 
concerning the sale of wine, which had 


long been in abeyance. The neighboring 


garrisons were ordered to furnish their re- 
spective quotas for its suppression. Bona- 
parte’s company was sent among others, 
but the disturbance was already quelled 
when he arrived, and the month he spent 
at Lyons was so agreeable that, as he 
wrote his uncle Fesch, he left the city 
with regret ‘to follow his destiny.’ His 
regiment had been ordered northward to 
Douay, in Flanttrs, and there he rejoined 
it about the middle of October. ' 

The short ‘ime de spent under the in- 
clement skies of that frontier fortress was 
a dreary one. Bad news came from home. 
Joseph, some time before, turned his eyes 
toward Tuscany for a possible career. In 
order to test hie chances of success at 
court de had made application for an 
empty decoration. The answer to his re- 
quest dad been a gracious permission to 
prove his Tucsan nationality, which was, 
of course, equivalent to a repulse. Utterly 
without success in finding occupation in 
Corsica, and hopeless as to France, he 
was now about to make a final desperate 
effort, and, decorated or not, to go in per- 
son to Florence and to seek employment 
of any kind which offered.

If there were but a 
single life in his way, he would bury the 
avenging blade. of his country and her 
violated laws in the bosom of the tyrant. 
Some of his complaining was even less co- 
herent than this. It is absurd to take the 
morbid outpouring seriously, except in 80 
far as it goes to prove that its writer was 
a victim of the sentimental egoism into 
which the psychological studies of the 
eighteenth century had degenerated, and 
to suggest that possibly if he had been Na- 
poleon he might have been a Werther. 


Oriental People Keep Aquaria Con- 
taining Valuable Collections. 

In oriental countries it is customary 
to have valuable fish as household pets, 
in the same way as we have cats and 
dogs, and in almost every house in Japan 
one can find jars containing some fine 
specimens. Japanese nobles have large 
aquaria, in which are to be found species 
of odd and curious fish that have been 
cultivated for the past 500 years or more. 
In China the Paradise fish is a good ex- 
ample of the result of careful cultivation, 
for it is nowhere found in a wild state, 
and is remarkable for its colors, which 
surpass in brilliancy those of any other 
fish extant. 

Another household pet is the Chinese 
comet fish, which is equipped with im- 
mense caudal fins that spread out like 
sails, when the creature is swimming. 
The scaleless goldfish is fndigenous to Ger- 
many, and, as the name implies, the pe- 
cullarity about it is that the body is en- 
tirely without scales, so that one can 
see the heart and the other internal or- 
gans. 


Crispi a Lonely Man. 

(W. J. Stillman in the Christmas Cen- 
tury:) Isolation is Crispi’s natural condi- 
tion. He is a lonely man, silent and reti- 
cent to an unusual degree; sits alone in 
the chamber, and takes no part in the 
combinations of the deputies; has no 
group, and accedes to none. He has, per- 
haps, more than any other of his col- 
leagues, strong, devoted friends, with 
whom personal admiration, confidence, and 
even veneration are intense, but he forms 
no party of his own. When he entered 
the Chamber of Deputies, he had a pro- 
gramme in which the unity of Italy was 
the chief article, and the maintenance of 
the house of Savoy the second, and from 
this he has never varied. The court and 
its influences have always been hdédstile to 
him; he was always regarded as a dan- 
gerous man, his silence and seclusion be- 
ing mistaken for signs of ambition, and 
his unflinching adherence to his ideas of 
government suiting the invertebrate 
nature of Italian politics. A distinguished 
ambassador to the Italian government told 
me that when Crispi was first charged 
with the direction of affairs, he asked the 
King if he did not regard Crispi as a 
danger, and the King replied: It is bet- 
ter to have him with us than against 
us —4 reply which showed the general 
feeling in court and conservative circles.

THE CAMPBELL-KELSO DAMAGE SUIT 
IN DEPARTMENT TWO. 

The sensational slander suit brought by 
Miss Teesa Kelso, the City Librarian, 
against Rev. J. W. Campbell, came up 
for heering on demurrer to the complaint 
in Department Two yesterday morning, but 
at the close of the argument Judge Clark 
granted the defendant therein five days’ 
time within which to file his points and 
authorities in support of the demurrer, 
which will then stand submitted. 

G. Wiley Wells, Esq., in presenting the 
demurrer, took the ground that it was the 
custom in the Methodist church to offer 
up prayers for all public officials, and inti- 
mated that-since no one was without sin 
none should object to being prayed for. 

W. I. Foley, Esq., of counsel for the 
plaintiff, however, argued that if the case 
were pending before the moderator of a 
Methodist conference, the grounds of the 
demurrer would undoubtedly be well 
taken, but inasmuch as the court recog-. 
nized no God or church, only principles of 
justice and law were required: In a court 
of justice infidels stood upon the same 
footing as the members of the various 
religious denominations, and no cogni- 
zance was taken of the doings and modes 
of prayer of any particular church or 
creed. While he had no doubt that Senators, 
Congressmen, and even the President of 
the United States sometimes required 
the prayers of the people, he was of the 
opinion that, under the circumstances, 
prayers for the City Librarian .were quite 
superfluous. 

Frank H. Howard, Esq., also of counsel 
for the plaintiff, argued that the law of 
slander .was such that any statement or 
action tending to diminish the authority of 
one occupying an official position was ac- 
tionable and that the acts complained of 
certainly tended to diminish the confidence 
of the public in his. client as a public 
officer. 

Ira Hall, Esq., in closing the argument 
for the defendant, contended that the nat- 
ural significance of the prayer set out in 
the complaint was not slanderous, per se, 
and that an innuendo cannot increase the 
significance of the language used, even 
though it be admitted as true. 

THE COX DAMAGE Sir. 

Judge Van Dyke rendered his decision 
yesterday morning upon the motion for a 
new trial in the damage suit of Gertrude 
Cox, by her guardian ad litem, against
